The Duke of Wellington once 
srid. War is a most detestable 
thing. If you had seen but one day of 
it. you would pray God that you 
migh; never see another ." Napoleon 
declared war to be the trade of bar- 
barians Mankind in general is con- 
vinced of the abstract proposition 
that wc-r ts evil, and many people 
regard It as the concentration ot 
all human crimes. 

Yet. political history itself is. in a 
sense, little more than a story of 
continuous strife, and even today 
war is expressing itself on a whole- 
sale scale through a multiplicity of 
If mankind 
s. why 

are wars fought almost continually' 
Can wars be prevented? What can 
we expect in the future? 

Perhaps an analysis of the causes 
of war will, in some measure at 
least, answer the first question and 
enable us to arrive at some conclus- 
ion concerning the prevention of 
war and what the luture holds for 




Certain theorists con'end that un- 
satisfactory peace settlements cause 
most modern wars Proper treaty 
making, they say. demands that the 
vanquished be either killed or cured 
but that modern peace settlementr 
do neither one The victors, not be- 
ing able to completely "wipe out" 
the losers do not attempt to cure 
them either: and. therefore, msterd 
of removing the causes of the original 
conflict, they only augment them 
and heap on a multitude of others 
"TheT^oinT'to the" treaty'of Ver- 
sailles as the classic example, and 
attribute the present war to the ter- 
ribly harsh and greedy terms of set- 
tlement While we are r-cutely aware 
of the importance of this' situation 
in the light of the current war. we 
cannot admit that all wars result 
solely from improper peace settle- 
ments of the past. 

Many people believe iiiat the di- 
vision of humanity into independ- 
ent sovertegn states is the reason for 
war and others Insist that war Ls 
the result of man's inherent evii 
qualities.
